YELLOW HEADED SPRUCE SAW 
FLY: There is widespread interest 
and concern over these pests. Many 
people Know them only as “spruce 
worms” as the worms are all they 
can find. Here is some more infor- 
mation on the habits and life cycle 
When the worms are full grown in 
August they drop to the ground and 
enter the debris or top soil around 
the base of the trees. Here they 
Stay over Winter in tough cocoons. 
During the following May they pass 
through a short pupal stage and be- 
come adults, emerging from the co- 
coons as an adult saw-fly. The 
adult saw-fly is about ‘. of an inch 
long, is reddish brown and has four 
transparent wings, The females have 
a short, saw-like structure near the 
tip of the abdomen that is used to 
cut Slits in the needles for laying 
eges The adult flys are usually 
present from the middle of May till 
early June during this time the eggs 
are deposited in the slits cut in the 
spruce needles. Not more than three 
eges have been found on a single 
needle Hatching begins in early 
June. The small size and pale green 
color of the young worms make them 
difficult to find on the trees. They 
feed on the new growth near the 
end of the branches and top of the 


tree. As they increase in size and 
numbers they eat more and more 
of the needles. If lett: unmolested 


they can defoliate large spruce trees, 
To break this life cycle it is neces- 
sary to keep close check and spray 
the trees with a solution containing 
ALDRIN so as to kill the worms and 
prevent them from becoming adult, 
dropping to the ground, over-win- 
ter and emerging next Year as flies 
to carry on their program of des- 
truction

Policy For The Da 


In a recent issue, the Ontario 
Milk Producer calls on the Dominion 
Government to formulate a _ policy 
for the dairy industry in Canada 
It says that. ever since the advent 
of margarine, the industry has been 
beset with problems, some of which 
have been temporarily abated, but 
none have been permanetly solved 

The problems enumerated by the 
paper are maintaining the color 
restrictions On margarine, the intro- 
duction of imitation dairy products, 
the loss of foreign markets, U.S. 
restrictions on dairy imports, the 
competition of low-cost vegetable 
oils, the lack of tariff protection, the 
danger of imports of milk powder 
and other dairy products from 
countries whose production costs are 
lower than ours, the steadily in- 
creasing production of butter in 
Canada and the decline in farm in- 
come while farm costs continue to 
rise. 

The paper gives the government 
credit for having done a splendid job 
of helping the industry when the 
chips were down and the need had 
actually arisen; But it insists that 
temporary expedients are no longer 
sufficient .to insure a stable, sound 
dairy industry capable of fulfilling 
its functions in the national econo- 
my. 


This is quite a formidable list of | 


problems for any industry to ex- 
pect the government to solve for it; 
and we wonder if some of these pro- 
blems couldn't be handled better

Not long ago the president of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 
sent a questionnaire to the grain merchants in the United King- 
dum in what he described as an effort to determine their opin- 
ion of Canuda’s grain marketing policies, This obviously was 
an attempt to enlist the support of the British grain trade in 
discrediting the work of the Canadian Wheat Board and the 
Western Wheat Pools, which for years have been making every 
effort to maintain favorable prices for Canadian farmers. 


The Canadian government realizes that the dollars received 
for grain crops are a major factor in supporting labor, lumber, 
steel, transportaion, insurance, and all other activities which 
go to make up the economy of Canada. 


Canadian grain tarmers have accepted moderate prices when 
turmers in most countries of the world have received much higher 
prices guaranteed by their governments, With this fact in mind, 
Canada’s national government has accepted responsibility for 
ensuring that the marketing of Canadian grain shall remain in 
the hands of agencies which are interested in seeing that far- 
mers receive fair prices tor their grain. The Canadian govern- 
ment knows — and every farmer knows — that in times of large 
production and surpluses, prices might easily be forced to ruin- 
Ously mission per bushel, and not in the price the farmer gets 
for growing it. 

Labor, manufacturing, construction, transportation, and 
every industry in Canada which is interested in grain dollars, 
Must niake is their business to see that the marketing of Cana- 
Gian grain is continued by the Canadian WheatBoard, so that a 
fair amount of dollars may be available to work their way up 
through the wiole fabric of Canadian business. Canada can- 


not afford an enormous group of bankrupt grain farmers—-which 
would surely happen if wheat, the West's most valuable pro- 


duct, was taken out of the hands of the Canadian Wheat Board 
and dumped overboard for whatever it might bring.

Last week thousands of people in Canada and 
many other parts of the world, worked away at their 
respective jobs but had one ear cocked in the direction 
of the radio, listening to the progress of 17-year-old 
Marilyn Bell of Toronto who was in the process of swim- 
ming the English Channel. 


T'was just about a year ago when she thrilled the 
usual over-sized attendance at the Toronto Exposition 
by being the first human ever to swim across Lake On- 
tario. 


This time, as before, Marilyn came through with 
flying colors and now holds the honor of being the 
youngest swimmer ever to cross the treacherous waters 
between France and England. As you have probably 
heard or read, it was only a strong cross-current which 
held her up for two hours that evaded her grasp on an- 
other crown; that of crossing the channel in a shorter 
period of time than any other swimmer. 


Listening to it on the radio we had one quick re- 
collection of a day o few years back when we were also 
very happy to see those ‘White Cliffs of Dover.’’ Seems 


like the date was August 19, 1942, and seems like there 
was a small raid on at Dieppe that day, by combined 
forces, in an attempt to find out just how hard it was to 
land on French soil. We found out! 


That day will live long in our memory. The aerial 
batile which we witnessed has been described as the 
most furious of the past war (we believe that). The cas- 
ualties in our area were light as regards killed and 
wounded, but the prisoner toll was high. Those who did 
set foot on solid ground stayed there for a long time. 


On the landing barge we were on there were men 
killed and wounded, but the majority of the personnel 
were just plain scared. Orders were given to return 
home without attempting a landing. There was more 
than one sigh of relief, but our opposites weren't in 
agreement. They still wanted to play and took occa- 
sional runs at us {rom the air as we headed for home. 


We made it, we came in sight of the ‘White Cliffs 
of Dover’ and, like Marilyn, they sure looked good to 
us. 


Why we make this comparison is a moot question» 
Guess maybe we felt on that August day we may have 
to do a little swimming ourselves. One thing about it, 
we sure would have had more company than our Cana- 
dian girl had in her record breaking effort last week!
